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WARBURTON     IN    CHESHIRE 

is  a  place  of  cciisiderable  antiquity  and   undoubtedly  of   Saxon  origin. 

When  that  Saxon  Amazon.  AKtholtleda.  the  ^vido^\■  of  AKiheldied,  erected  a 
chain  of  forti-e?ses  along  the  banks  of  the  Mersey,  for  protection  against  tlie 
Danes  who  had  landed  at  ^Virril  (\\'!rrail),  she  nariied  one  after  the  sainMy 
virgin,  \\'erbn:g.  daughter  of  Wulfheie,  the  Mexican  King,  she  and  her  husbai^d 
having  alread\^   dedicated  the   great   abbey  at   Chester  to  her  honour. 

AE'thellU'da's  fori  (at  Warburtou)  laecanie  Ixnown  as  Si.  W'urijurg's  Town 
(spelt  "Warbuge  Tone"  in  the  Domesday  survey)  and  this  in  the  course  of  time 
became  Warburton. 

After  the  Xorman  invasion  a  moiety  of  Warburton  was  given  to  Baron  of 
Halton,  but  passed  to  Sir  GeotTrey  de  Duttou  by  marriage  with  Agnes,  daughter 
and    coheir  to   Roger  Fitz-Alured.   a   close   relative  of   Henry   II. 

Fixed  with  that  religious  enthusiasm  of  the  age  in  which  he  lived,  he  took 
the  cross,  nun  wt-nt  out  to  tlie  Holy  land  to  assist  in  rescuing  the  Sacred  City 
from  the  Sai'razins,  or  ra\iiiins,  in  1214.  lie  greatly  distingi;isiied  liimselt  when 
serving  his  Prynce  by  cuttins;  ofi  a  Sarrazin  (Saracpn)  leader's  head.  The  old 
warrior,  riruud  of  liis  ]irowrss,  adoiited  the  head  of  his  vancpiished  foe  for  his 
helm,  totem,  and  crest. 

In  121S  he  returiu'd  and  lived  in  \\'arburton,  taking  this  as  his  suinaine.  a 
custom   t)f   tin/   age. 

The  ancient  people  of  ^^'arburton  had  many  i»rivilegos.  They  made  their 
own  laws  and  were  ruled  by  tiieir  own  Court  Lvet.  I'ntil  a  comparatively  recent 
period  (lSO'>i  they  were  exempt  from  serving  on  juries.  They  kept  a  Beer 
Taster,  and  all  brewers  of  bad   beer  were  justly  punished. 

Being  a  Fief  of  the  Priory  of  St.  .lohn  of  .Terusahnu,  Warburton  was  "a 
place  of  refuge"'  for  all  guilty  of  crime,  murder  included,  and  once  within  the 
shelter  of  its  boundary  they  were  safe  from  arrest. 

At  the  '"Wakes'  which  were  held  the  first  Saturday  in  August,  they  luid  bear- 
baiting,  dog-fighting,  and  cock-fighting,  and  never  thought  of  going  hoiuc-  tilt 
they  had   a  fight   themselves. 

When  the  Houses  of  Stuart  and  Hanover  were  at  war,  they  hired  one  Militia 
Bandsman,  paid  five  shillings  and  sixpence  for  ball  and  powder,  and  exi)ected 
him  to  keep  the  Stuart  Army  back.     He  stood  ;it  Warburton  Ferry  for  28  days. 

The  "Old"  church  (in  which  stone  coftins  are  to  be  seem  being  on  the 
banks  of  the  Mersey,  was  conveniently  situated  for  body  snatching,  which  was 
carried  on  extensively  in  those  early  da\s.  There  is  a  hole  in  the  churcii  door 
by  which  relati\es  and  friends  watched  the  body  of  their  late  departed 

At  the  Inn  may  be  seen  the  chamber,  in  which  the  gay  reprobate  Dick 
Turpiu  used  to  sleep  when  seeking  sanctuary  in  the  liberty  of  Warbnrion  Yuu 
can  see  and  handle  a  spur  which  lias  in  its  day  tickled  the  sides  of  the  itumerti.l 
Black    Bess.

Ten  years  had 
elapsed  since  the  last  gathering  of  This  kind,  when  the  Warburton  family  met  at  the 
golden  wedding  of  .lames  and   Sarah  ^Varburton.

No.  1.  In  May,  1S31,  John  Warburton,  (No.  I — 1.)  with  his  wife,  Ann  Clarke 
Warburton,  left  his  lioine  on  the  banks  of  the  Mer?e.\',  in  England,  lo  follow  the  wave 
of   emigi'ation   westward    to   America. 

With  three  children,  Ellen.  James  and  Mary,  an  infant  of  six  weeks.  the>-  em- 
barked at  Liveriiool.  England,  about  twenty  miles  from  their  home,  for  a  jouine>  of 
eight  weeks  across  the   Atlantic. 

handing  at  Philadelphia  they  travelled  up  the  Susquehanna  ri\'er.  across  count '-y. 
finally  settling  in  Sullivan  Co.,   Pa..   Feb.  29,   1SC2. 

(An  interesting  incident  is  recorded  of  John  Warburton  trading  his  pocket-knife 
for  a  lialf  bushel  of  potatoes.)  A  fa%orite  joke  of  his  when  asked  where  he  came  from 
or  what  was  his  name.  was.  "  I  came  from  Warburton,  and  niy   name  is  Warburton.'" 

The  church  In  England  where  .John  Warburton  and  his  two  oldest  children  were 
baptized,  stands  today,  and  is  claimed  to  be  over  900  years  old.  This  is  the  oldest 
frame  church  known.  It  is  not  safe  enough  today  for  general  usage,  but  occasionally 
baptismal  services,   marriages,   or  funerals   are  celebrated   there. 

Xo.  2.  Henry  Molyneux,  his  wife  Ellen  (Warburton)  Molyneux,  (No.  II — 2.)  and 
children  left   Penns.\  Ivania,   in  April.   1.S67. 

They  began  their  journey  by  dri\ing  to  Waverly,  New  York,  a  distance  of  forty 
miles,  which  occupied  one  and  one-half  days.  The  trip  from  Waverh',  New  York,  to 
Clinton,  Iowa,  by  nain  was  covered  in  three  da>s,  but  owing  to  high  water  they  were 
detained   for  another  five  days  before   advancing  to   Denison. 

After  leaving  Denison,  they  drove  the  remainder  of  the  distance,  first  to  Ida 
Grove,  where  five  (n-  six  weeks  wt-re  wasted  in  looking  for  suitable  location,  after 
which    they   came    directly    to    Cherokee. 

Before  living  on  their  own  homestead,  they  resided  in  the  old  fort  at  Cherokee. 
In  June  they  moved  on  the  homestead,  having  built  a  log  house  with  a  sod  roof. 
1 'tiring   the  autumn   they  built   a   new   home.

Just  seven  miles  souih  of  Cherokee,  iliey  seuled  on  tlieir  homestead,  paying 
«i7^i-iA  ♦>.■  tK-,   ..:„u,  „.,      ■^'.'.;,    .,^;i..-,.  v.iLli  ;ue  siiiiulaiion  of  a  fi\e  years  residenee. 

The  trip  to  Sioux  City,  where  they  went  to  file  on  their  elainis,  took  five  days, 
using  an  ox  team. 

Here  Henry  Molyneux  and  Ellen  Mnlyneux  lived  during  the  remainder  of  their 
lives.  He  died  of  jmeumonia  .Tanuary  L"l,  JS7J.  her  death  occurring-  .July  0.  ISiC  The 
circumstance  of  her  death  was  rather  unusual,  heing  caused  b\  the  tornado  which 
swept  through  northern  Iowa,  better  known  as  the  Pomeroy  cyclone. 

No.  3.  Early  in  the  spring  of  ISi'.it,  .lan.ies  Warburton,  (No.  H— 3.)  left  Campbell- 
ville,  Pennsylvania  to  go  to  Cheroliee,  Iowa,  where  he  purchased  eighty  acres  of  land. 
Breaking  up  a  few  acres  of  sod  he  planted  it  with  wheat.  He  remained  in  Iowa  only 
long  enough  to  harvest  his  wheat,  of  which  he  had  two  stacks.  Later,  in  burning  around 
these  stacks,  one  was  burned,  and  the  other  one  saved  only  tlirough  desperate  elTorts. 
After  harvest  was  over,  he  rettirned  to  Pennsylvania,  only  to  start  iSept.  IT.  1869)  with 
his  wife  and  nine  children,  for  the  new  home  in  Iowa.  As  far  as  Denison,  Iowa,  they 
went  by  train,  the  remaining  sixty  miles  tht>y  drove  through  with  ox  team  and  wagon. 

James  Warburton  and  family  settled  on  land  adjoining  that  of  Henry  IMolyueux. 
Here  they  lived  till  the  sjiring  of  ]s;to.  when  they  sold  the  original  farm  and  moved 
to  another  a  couple  of  miles  di.-^tant.  In  .lu!y.  i.s'.i:;.  the  buildings  on  the  former  hon^e 
in  Iowa  ^ere  desti-oyed  by  the  same  tornado  which  killed  his  sister  Ellen  (Warburtont 
Molyneux. 

No.  4.  William  Payne  with  his  wife.  Alice  (Warburton)  Payne,  (No.  II — 6)  and 
children  left   Pennsylvania   in  the  fall   of  18GT  and  moved   to  Io\\a. 

Cherokee,  then,  ^\as  composed  of  only  a  fort  and  a  few  little  log  cabins,  and  was 
about  one  mile  from  its  present  situation. 

•  Their  first  two  years  was  a  succession  of  serious  mishaps.  After  the  first  ^\ inter 
they  homesteaded  eighty  acres  of  jirairie  land.  The  first  summer  grasshoppers  de- 
stroyed the  croji;  the  following  spring  their  house  burned  to  the  ground;  the  second 
winter   came   a   three   days   blizzard. 

Wm.  Payne  died  October  13,  ISTO.  Alice  (Warburton)  Payne  lived  until  Nov.  7,  ITiu-j. 

No.  o.  John  Warburton  ( Xo.  II — Ti  served  in  the  war  of  the  Rebellion.  He  be- 
longed to  Company  H.  r)th  Pennsylvania  Reserves,  was  wounded  in  July.  1SC2.  tai;en 
prisoner  and  dit-d  in  l.ibby  prison  at  Richmond.  Va..  a  few  days  later. 

No.. 6.  William  W.  Warburton  (No.  II — ',m  owns  and  dwells  on  the  first  Warburton 
homestead  in  America  which  is  at  Overton,  Pa.  It  belonged  first  to  John  Warburton 
(No.  I — 1>.  The  annual  reunion  of  Warburtons  is  held  at  this  home,  usually  during 
the  month  of  August. 

No.  7.  Edwin  R.  Warbtirton  (No.  II — 11)  served  in  the  Civil  War.  He  enlisted  Feb. 
24,  1SG4  in  Company  B.  Tlh  Pennsylvania  Veteran  Volunteer  Cavalry.  Discharged  at 
close  of  war,  Aug.  :.'3rd.  ]&t'."i. 

No.  8.  David  Warburton  (Xo.  II — 14)  and  his  brother  Murray  Warburton  t  Xo. 
JI — 12)  came  west  to  Iowa  from  the  old  home  in  Pennsylvania,  in  the  year  of  1870. 
They  spent  a  month  in  Illinois,  and  walked  from  Ida  Grove  to  Cherokee,  the  last  twenty- 
five  miles  of  their  journey.  They  ate  breakfast  the  next  morning  at  the  home  of 
Jacob  Lauer,  nine  miles  south  of  Cherokee.  They  returned  to  Peimsylvania  the  ensuing 
autumn. 

Xine  years  later,  (1879),  David  Warburton,  but  recently  married,  came  with  his 
wife  to  Iowa,  to   build  a  home   in   the  v.est.
